[To Tho Editor of Hongkong 
Ee Telegraph.) : 


- Sir—it is exactly 12. months 
since the 8. P. C. A. appealed to 
the public of the Colony for ub- 
seriptions. Tho method that was 
then adopted wag, I think, appre- 
clated by the majority of the com- 
{munity and-the response was: suffi- 
elontly liberal to enable the Society 
to carry on‘ until now. Tho Com- 
mittee! of the Society havo decided 
to conduct anothor drive on: siml- 
lar lines, commencing on. the 6 


November, on which day eubserip-_ 


tion cards will be dolivored to 
firms in the Colony for the purpose 
of circulating eame among tho 
members of their staffs. A Com- 
mittee of Ladios have very kindly 
consented to distribute the cards 
and to collect them. 

During the past, ycar on increas- 
{ng number of reports upon alleged 
cruelty to animals have been re- 
‘coived from membors of tho public 
and these have been investigated. 
Our Inspectors find-that birds and 
bensts are still undergoing a ter- 
rible amount of unnecessary euf- 
fering; largely through thought- 
lessness or lack :of knowledge on 
the part of shapmen and coolics. 
Mere warnings have not proved 

| successful, so proceedings in the 
Police Court have been Instituted 
ino number of cases both in Hong- 
kong and Kowloon. It Is hopod 
that these proceedings, alded by 
the publicity given te them in the 
Preas, will have a beneficial effect. 
The Committee, in conjunction 
with the Boy Scouts and Girl 
‘| Guides Associations have organiz- 
ed annual casay competitions with 
the object of encouraging . the 
youth of Hongkong to take an in- 
terest in the welfare of birds and 
beasts. 
. The. Dogs Home {is doing good 
‘work and will shortly’ be greatly 
Jinyproved thanks io the Govern- 
ment, who have allowed the Society 
the use of an additional piece of 
yround vpon which dogs can be 
exercised, 

In January last a Deputation of 
the Committee was received by the 
Colonial Secretary, the Captain 
Superintendent of Police and other 
officials when the administration 
of the Dogs Ordinance, 1927, and 
othor matters relative thereto were 
discussed. A reference to this 
interview! was made in the Chair- 
man’s speech at the annual meet- 
ing held on the 28th March last, 
which ‘was: published in your 
columns, ; 

Last year tho Socicty obtained 
subscriptions aniounting 4o over, 
36,000.00 which, with the grant of 
$2,600.00 from the Government and 
the very welcome donation from 
the Jockey Club, enabled the 8o- 
ciety to carry on ita work. At 
least as Jarge an Income is required 
for the current year, 

-For the past few years the So- 
elety has not enrolled members for 
the reason that it has regarded it- 
self at the service of the géneral 
public and has considered that 
everyone fs entitled to call upon 
it to assist in matters within its 
scope. A number of persons have 
stated that they desire to be mem- 
bers of the Society and it has 
therefore been decided to ask any 
subscriber to express his wish to 
become a member. Membership 
cards will be issued in due course. 

The Committeo have considered 
with approval the establishment of 
district sub-committees in order 
that the work of the Society may 
be more efficiently distributed 
throughout tho territory and that 
there should be active workers in 
the various districts who will be 
able to direct and assist the work

Fighting the Tsetse Fly. °° oe 
A vehiclo eapeclally equipped for tho clearing of bush land near 
Lake Victoria in British East Africa has recently been built by Guy 


Motors, Ltd. to tho order of the Crown Agents for the Colonics, This 


rigid six-wheeler is mainly requirod to clear tracts of bush country 
which are plagued with the tsetse fly; and the necessary equipment 
consists of a “V" shaped girder arrangement fixed in front of the 
vehicle and fitted with a series of cutting blades in short sections, 


which are removeable for replacemont and resharponing.. The 


framework carrying the cutters has a certain amount of play to allow 
for the unevenness of the ground, and the blades are capable of dit- 
ting bush up to 6 inches thick. As a'proof of the efficiency of the 
cutting devico the vehicle was driven right through a thick: hedge 
during the demonstration. For pulling down trees teo large to be cut 
a winch gear ia provided, and ‘this can also be employed to pull the 
lorry out on to firm ground if it should got bogged. : ‘

WINTER SEASON IN THE

Many Berliners have not yet re- 
turned homo from their holidays in

Managers and. actors havo had 
a rest and, just at this initial stago 
of the scason, make bold to produce 
plays which thoy could ‘not dare to 
present to the public but for their 
great confidence in tho capacity of 
the performers, In the 40 big 
theatres of the German metropolis 
the season will, in tha main, be do- 
minated, by the productions , of 
German authora and international 
classical drama, For the prosent, 
however, foreign plays’ arc pre- 
dominant.

Michael Bohnen gives us an ad- 
mirable musical and histrionic per- 
formance.

The 
fire-alarms are constantly revised. 

‘The fire brigades are responsible 
for the immedlate functioning of 
every apparatus,’ With -o single 
movement of the hand, the fron cur- 
tain in every theatre can be lower- 
ed andthe fire sprinklers’ set in 
operation. Regular tests have to be 
made of the fire-nlarms and of the

Unrivalled Radio Exhibition, 


~ Special significance was lent to 
this year’s German Radio Exhibi- 
tion by two interesting facts: one 
was tho Congress of.the Initer- 
national Radiophonic . Union, tho 
other was the ‘display of a talking 
picture in which the synchroniza- 
tion of, picture and sound was per-~ 
feetly achieved, while no disgrec- 
able noises were heard, Tho phono~ 
film (Deutscher Rundtunk) 
illustrated fully “the manner in 
which numerous senders are work- 
ed. Tho public saw and heard an 
opera performance; they were 
shown a train rushing through an 
industrial district in the west of 
Germany; they heard the rumbling 
of the train and of the machinery 
in the. various factorica.. Again, 
when a moving picture of Hamburg 
harbour was thrown on to the 
screen and the steamera blew their 
shrill whistles, it was difficult to 
believe one was not really there on 
the snot itself. Thé Imoression 
made by this new technical wonder 
was, indeed, so great that, spenking 
at the banquet given in honour of 
the International Broadcastin~ As- 
sociation, Admiral Carendal ex- 
pressly stated that the world was 
indebted to the perfecters of this re- 
volutionary ‘Invention, It ‘cannot 
be denied that, in the short space 
of 5 years,.this second phase in the 
evolution of broadcasting has made 
exceptional progress; striking ex- 
amples at the exhibition were the 
televisors of Profcasor Carolus and 
of the Hungarian inventor, Mihaly, 
which, though sti in their initial 
stuges, give great promise of things 
to. come. The exhibition had a 
speelal police section with exhibits 
by 350 firms of international stand. 
ing; here the Police gave n display 
of its detective service and showed 
how picture telegraphy and the 
closely woven network of radio re- 
porting. stations had made it pos- 
sible to lay hands upon a goodly 
number of criminals, . ; ‘ 

Altogether, it may safely be said 
that the exhibition witnessed to the 
progress made by German selence 
and technology and demonstrated 
the immense value of broadcasting 
as 2 fuctor in bringing torcther the 
peoples of the earth and promoting 
their peaceful progress—Gunther 
Gericke, : ;
